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the fine but important distinction between the 
actual temper of diplomatic processes and the 
popular impressions aroused both here and in 
Russia by newspaper accounts. “The truth is 
often less important than what people think is 
the truth.” Portraying the vagaries of Russian 
and American public opinion therefore has ad- 
mittedly necessitated “repeating a good many 
lurid reports that were palpably untrue.” 

A rare mixture of painstaking scholarship and 
vivid presentation, this volume will have a ready 
appeal to students at high school and college 
levels.
